The library for the past year has been unusually for- 
tunate; 214 new books being added, 80 of which were pre- 
sented, so that there are now in the stack 12,641 volumes. 

Thanks are especially due to Prof. Chas. T. Copeland 
of Harvard University, whose interest in our library is well 
known; a new set of Thackerey’s works were presented by 
him, also during the past summer he gave a reading from 
English classics the proceeds of which, amounting to $187.00 
he donated to the library and suggested that we use it for 
the purchase of books that we could not afford with our 
regular appropriation. 

Thanks are also due Mrs. Copley Amory who presented to 
the library a new set of Sir Walter Scott’s works. 

The committee also wish to thank the family of the late 
Mrs. W. C. Banning who through Mr. Kendall Banning as 
executor have given a beautiful teakwood cabinet for the 
reading room to be installed in the spring. 

For some time the committee have been thinking of ways 
and means to increase the use of the library by the younger 
people especially small children and to this end a table will 
shortly be placed in the reading room with juvenile books 
thereon so that children can find what they want without 
searching through the stack. 

As to curbing in front of the building which has already 
been voted on and money appropriated by the town we can 
only say we suppose it will be installed when the Honorable 
Board of Seleetmen with advise of State Highway Commis- 
sioner can make up their minds where to put it.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Board of Walpole: 


I herewith submit my fourth annual report on the schools 

of Walpole.- You will find appended some statistics which 

should interest both you and the public. Almost any question 

of worth is there answered. Those figures pertain entirely to 

the schools of 1922-23. The paragraphs below will deal with 

the schools of this year and look forward into next year to 
some extent. 


THE TEACHERS 


The whole number of teachers this year in the Walpole 
schools on full time is twenty-four. The special teacher of 
music working two days per week brings the total to twenty- 
five. Of the teachers in the elementary schools, none is 
teaching for the first time, a particularly fortunate thing in 
the present scarcity of experienced teachers. The secondary 
schools are not so well favored. The reasons for this are 
varied but not complex. The salary of a first year teacher 
is almost the maximum amount which ean be paid by the 
district. In addition the living expenses, on investigation, 
are found to be from $75 to $100 more for teachers in Walpole 
than in the neighboring city of Keene. The North Walpole 
teachers are not so handicapped, the variation there being 
from $36 to $72. The comparison with other towns is, nearly 
the same. We need to pay $1,200 to a beginning teacher in the 
high school in order to make her as well off financially at the 
end of the year as her friend who teaches elsewehere for 
$1,100. This together with the fact that the maximum in 
sight is not large makes for frequent changes. 
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The teachers who are now in the service of the district 
are to be commended for their devotion and earnest interest 
in the welfare of your children. They are worthy of your 
oreatest possible consideration.

ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS 


The good weather and good traveling conditions have 
made a decided improvement in the attendance. The registers 
will show a better record than last year. We hope to hold 
schools in session 350 half days of the possible 360. If this 
ean be done it will mean a stoppage of a waste which often 
ooes unseen. The total half days lost last year was 15, a waste 
of over 4 per cent. This with an attendance which could 
quickly become low is an entire waste. 


I am able to report good progress in all fundamental 
subjects. Clear presentation and drill have brought \this 
about. We hope to bring the interest in the common branches 
to a point where the child’s own interest will invite him to 
school. Attention is being given to the individual both slow 
and rapid worker 

Standard tests have been given in reading, geography, 
writing, spelling, arithmetic and grammar. The results are 
gratifying and open for the inspection of any who wish to come 
to see them. 

A very thorough grade of work is required of the elemen- 
tary schools which are having their end in the junior high 
school. 

I cannot speak in too high praise of the work in music. 
The children show a knowledge beyond anything I have had 
the pleasure of seeing. It is fortunate that a like grade of 
work cannot be done in drawing. It is all the more unfor- 
tunate that nothing is being done except as the class teacher 
is able to do it. She cannot be expected to be accomplished 
in all branches. 
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THE HIGH SCHOOL 


I looked forward to the opening of the high school at 
Walpole with a considerable mixture of feeling since there 
were to be three new teachers, which on the day previous to 
the opening, was augmented to four. These have shown them- 
selves alert and willing from the start and have demanded a 
eood standard of scholarship to which the pupils are respond- 
ing very favorably. Several ‘innovations in extra school 
activities have been organized but there is need for more to 
round out the pupil’s school life, such as debating, prize speak- 
ing, etc. These can come only with teachers who have been 
on the ground for some time and know where to place their 
efforts and who have their class work well in hand so that they 
can take time for this extra work. I am glad to report an 
increased and wholesome school spirit. Of the 74 registered 
in the four upper classes, not one had withdrawn at the 
Christmas recess. The one withdrawal has since been replaced 
with the entrance of a new pupil. It is usual for from 5 to 10 
per cent to withdraw during the fall term. This would indicate 
interested teachers teaching in an interesting way. There 
are 30 non-resident pupils in the high school. 

The second year of work was added to the year already 
in successful operation at North Walpole. This second year, 
as is the first, is made up to coincide with the work at Bellows 
Falls high school whence most of the graduates will go. Mr. 
Donovan, who had the work well in hand, asked to be released 
from his contract and left Oct. 1. His place was fortunately 
filled by the return to the school of a former principal, Mr. 
James A. Russell. Mr. Russell, having the prior conditions 
‘well in mind, readily fitted into the work. I consider the work 
of very good grade and it is being improved with increased 
pressure for more accuracy and neatness in papers and forms. 
which are to be accepted. Every effort is being made to bring 
the work up unto a par with any high school and parents need 
to consider that it is to be expected that only the very in: 
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dustrious and earnest pupils will be allowed to pass. This 
does not mean that brilliant pupils are the only ones who will 
pass but that those who are workers and conscientious in the 
spirit of scholarship are the most likely to be in the group 
promoted. The enrollment for the two years is 56. 


EDUCATION WEEK 

In two of the rural schools demonstrations of the actual 
work in these schools was given. In both cases there was an 
excellent attendance of parents and patrons. The work done 
by teachers and pupils was of a high order. Just prior to this 
week a demonstration of school work in the six elementary 
grades of the village school was held in the town hall. About 
two hundred citizens were present to listen to the program 
and to an address by Commissioner EK. W. Butterfield. I hope 
this may be made an annual school night regardless of 
Education week. ea | 
THE FAIR EXHIBIT 


I need only to record here the comments of the two local 
papers. ‘‘The feature of the floral exhibit was the department | 
set off to the schools,’’ Keene Sentinel. ‘‘The school exhibit 
was the best ever seen by the writer in a school system the 
size of Walpole’s,’’ Bellows Falls Times. Both these com- 
ments are from out of town reporters which makes the com- 
ments unbiased to say the least. 


AGRICULTURE AND DOMESTIC SCIENCE 


Both these courses are doing the needful and practical 
thing for the young people of Walpole. Walpole is the only 
high school in the county with a course in Agriculture and at 
the Hopkinton fair took first prize in the judging contests. 
This entitled the team to compete in the National Dairy Show 
at Syracuse, N. Y., out of sixty entrants from all over the 
United States, Walpole took eleventh place. While much of 
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the credit is reflected on the instructor, it must in fairness be 
said that the material in the agricultural classes is of the better 
order and seems to come from homes where there is an interest 
in such affairs. Thanks is due the Walpole grange, West- 
minster grange and Walpole citizens for the expense money 
for the Syracuse trip. 


BUILDINGS 


While it is generally known that the buildings have been 
painted it may be well to add that many minor repairs have 
been made to the buildings both on the exterior and interior. 
The interior repairs consisted chiefly in renovating and re- 
tinting the walls and ceilings. Hxtensive repairs were made - 
on the primary building around the eaves and gutters. The 
buildings at Walpole and North Walpole are now in good 
condition. The rural schools need attention. I would recom- 
mend a permanent reconditioning of the out houses at 
Christian Hollow and the Ballam school... The three rural 
buildings should be painted this summer. | 


PLAYGROUND APPARATUS 


I wish to take this opportunity to extend the thanks of 
the school children and teachers as well as my own to the 
Legion for the swings and see-saw boards installed on the 
rounds this summer. The several articles are being thorough- 
ly enjoyed. 

| : CONCLUSION 


- Your attention is called to the statistical report found 
elsewhere. I thing that Walpole is getting as near 100 cents 
value from the dollar expended for school purposes as any dis- 
trict. The schools are in a progressive state both as regards 
spirit and actual work. The work in the main is efficient and 
thorough. We are behind in the health work, thrift teaching 
and drawing. Plans are under way for picking up on the 
thrift teaching and I urge on you the earnest consideration 
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of a nurse for the health work either for one half of the year 
or for a union with some other town under the same plan as 
we now have for music. No unhealthy child can enjoy school 
work; none can teach him successfully. 

I wish to express my very great appreciation of the valu- 
able advice received and confidence shown in my judgment 
from time to time in the varied and multitudinous problems 
that have arisen. To the pupils, teachers and parents, I ex- 
press my very great enjoyment in working with you.
